Election/Restrictions 

The Examiner acknowledges applicants 1 Response to the Election Requirement of June 
14, 2005. The Election Requirement is hereby withdrawn, and claims 1 to 25 have been 
examined. 

Claim Objections 

1. Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 9 contains a 
period (.) after the word "or." See line 8 of claim 9. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 15 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 15 does not 
contain a period (.) after the word "superalloy." See line 3 of claim 15. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 to 4 and 6 to 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 4,605,452 (Gemma, et al.). 

Gemma, et al. discloses single crystal, superalloy articles having controlled 
crystallographic orientations for regions that are prone to thermal fatigue cracking. See the 
Abstract and line 32 in column 4 to line 33 in column 16. The patent also provides a method of 
optimizing the superalloy mechanical properties in particular crystallographic orientations for 
the purpose of minimizing thermal fatigue cracking. For example, see the Appendix in columns 
15 and 16. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 


Claims 5 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
